Introductory!- The Pacific Northwest Bird and Mammal Club was organized one 
year ago, and during its brief history has demonstrated that there is a field 
for such an organization in the Pacific Northwest. That it has stimulated an 
interest among ornithologists and maramalogists of this section, is shown by the 
growing membership, which now numbers nearly sixty; in the interesting and 
instructive programs which have been presented at the regular meetings; and in 
the assistance which the members have given in furnishing notes and articles for 
publication in the Club bulletin, "The Murrelet." This bulletin has proven to 
be a means of bringing the members into closer touch with one another, and of 
stimulating the spirit of research and systematic study along the lines of 
ornithology and mammalogy. Through this bulletin it is hoped to publish material 
of real scientific value, consisting of notes, observations, field experiences 
and articles on northwest ornithology and mammalogy which the members of the 
Club throughout the territory (viz., Oregon, Washington, British Columbia and 
Alaska) may contribute from time to time. The Murrelet will be issued every 
four months, viz., January, May and September, in its present mimeographed form, 
until such time as finances permit of its being printed as a regular publication.
